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(2) The order of the agenda may be changed by the 
chairman with the consent of the board members 
present. 

(3) The chairman may announce at the beginning of 
each meeting that members of the audience may speak 
to any item on the agenda at the time of its presentation 
to the board. He may also announce that persons wish- 
ing to address the board on subjects not included on the 
agenda may do so under Item "g." The chairman shall 
have the right to limit the length of time used by a 
speaker for the discussion of a subject.
